KUROPATKIN’S ADVANCE 
CHECKED BY JAPANESE. 

St. Petersburg, October 12.—(2:10 a. 
m.)—Severe fighting north of Yental, re- 
sulting in a temporary check of General 
Kuropatkin’s advance guard, of which 
the Associated Press correspondent at 
Mukden telegraphed the first news, is 
rot regarded at the war office as indi- 
eating a general engagement. 

The latest official dispatches, indicat- 
ing the disposition of the various corps, 
show that the whole army ig not yet in 
line of battle. The present engagement 
may, therefore, be regarded as the re- 
sult of a counter attack which an enter- 
prising foe ike the Japanese might be 
expected to make, but without any cal- 
culation to prevent the Russian advance. 

General Kuropatkin's present superior- 
ity in number, it is held here, is bound 
Booner or later to compel the Japanese 
ts fall back upon their strong positions 
Within the triangle formed by Yentai, 
Liao-Yang and Sykwantun. Everything 
points to that district as being the pros- 
pective scene of the decisive struggle of 
this year’s campaign,

The situation will be still more com- 
plicated if the extraordinary statement 
sent by Bennett Burleigh, from Shan- 
ghai to The Daily Telegraph today should 
turn out to be correct. Mr. Burleigh 
@ays it is believed that Field Marshal 
Oyama and his staff will return or be 
recalied to Japan ostensibly because 
the army is going into winter quarters 
and that General Nodsu wil) take over 
the command. 

“Tt is now well known among the bet- 
ter classes of Japanese,’’ Mr. Burleigh 
adds, “that it was Nodzu who saved 
the situation at the battle of Liao-Yang. 
Oyama and the headquarters had ac- 
tually ordered a retreat when Nodzu vig- 
orously protested against such a step 
and begged them to make another des- 
perate effort, the more directly cooperat- 
ing with Oku’s right. To Nodzu there- 
fore is the sole credit ot averting a dis- 
agtrous retreat which he warded off by 
sending In and almost sacrificing the en- 
tire Twentieth regiment of the tenth di- 
vision.” 

According to Mr. Burleigh, the Japan- 
ese still have no intention of proceed- 
ing much farther north than Mukden, 
and that they will only, under exception- 
al circumstances,. attack Tie pass this 
season. Mr. Burleigh concludes: 

“General Bishi, commander of the Jap- 
anese second division, will become gov- 
ernor of Manchuria.” 

Commenting editorially upon the state- 
ment in Mr. Burleigh’s correspondence, 
The Daily Telegraph says: 

“The recall of Oyama fs almost incon- 
ceivable. It is Oyama’s war, planned 
and carried out by him, and his recall 
would be a sign that Japan, her em- 
peror and ministers, were suffering. from 
an acute attack of nerves and began to 
doubt themselves.”

Great Battleship Successfull 
Launched in Presence of Part 
of Georgians 


BOTTLE OF WINE BROKEN

Largest War Ship Ever Built in 
Maine, a - ill Be : One of 
Finest fitting Machines 
in Navy—Governor Ter- 
rell Saw Launching. 


Bath, Me., October 11.—At 1:52 o’clock 
this afternoon, at the Bath fron works, 
the largest vessel ever built in the state 
of Maine, the twin-screw first-class battle 
ship Georgia was launched. 

The battle ship was gaily decorated 
with flags and bunting, ag were also the 
offices and yard bulldings, in honor of the 
occasion. Excursionists from all sections 
of Maine had come to witness the launch- 
ing, and the party entertained by the 
officials of the company included Gov- 
ernor Joseph M. Terrell, of Georgia. and 
Mrs. Terrell, Judge and Mrs. Hamilton 
McWhorter, Miss Camilla McWhorter, 
Congressman F. Carter Tate, Mrs. Tate, 
Miss Stella Tate and Congressman W. C. 
Adamson, all of Georgia. 

Miss Tate was escorfed to the launch- 
ing platform by Vive President John SQ. 
Hyde and instructed in her duties as 
sponsor. Mr. Hyde also had _ personal 
supervision of fhe lauching. A method 
somewhat different from the usual one 
of releasing the hull by severing a cord 
was emploved today, when sawyers 
standing beneath the vessel severed the 
monstrous shoe plece with cross-cut saw, 
and the vessel was started toward the 
water. 


Miss Tate broke a bottle of champagne 
across the bow, naming the craft in honor 
of her own state. As fhe stern parted 
the surface of the Kennebec, the Georgia 
was saluted by numerous craft and man- 
ufacturing plants along the shore, all of 
which were acknowledged by her siren 
and whistle, the battle ship being launch- 
ed with steam up. Both military masts 
were in position, as well as the conning 
tower, and the three-smoke unnels which 
gave the vessel more the appearance of 
a completed battle ship than any prev- 
iously launched. 

Following the launching a luncheon was 
served. 

Descrption of Battleship. 


The Georgia is one of the three battle 
ships authorized under an act of con- 
gress, approved March 3, 1899, and is 
also a duplicate of the two authorized 
and approved June 7, 1900. Bids for 
these five battle ships were opened at 
the navy department November 15, 1900, 
and in February, !90!, the Bath Iron 
works was awarded the contract for the 
pullding of the Georgia, a sister ship of 
the Virginia. Rhode Island, New Jersey 
and Nebraska, at a contract price of 
$3,590,000. 

The Georgia belongs to the most pow- 
erful type of baftle ship afloat, and also 
to the largest class. She hag a trial dis- 
placement of 15,000 tons, and is 435 feet 
long, 76 feet 10 inches beam, and under 
trial conditions will draw 24 feet, while 
she has an extreme draft of 26 feet when 
fully loaded and equipped with stores, 
coal ammunition, etc. 

The hull nas a celular bottonr and fs 
divided into about 225 water-tight com- 
partments. The craft is fully protected 
by the best of armor, having a combined 
weight of 3,700 gross tons, and which 
includes a main belt extending the entire 
length of each side from eleven to four 
inches thick. The upper casement, armor 
and the athwartship armor 6 _ inches 
thick. The 1!2-inch turrets and barhetts 
are covered with a 1!0-inch armor, the 
8-inch turrets and barbetts with 6-inch 
armor. The conning tower is 6 inches 
thick, the gignal tower 5 inches thick and 
the gun protection and splinter bulk 
heads are 2 and 3 inches thick. There

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AMERICAN MAIL 
TAKEN BY RUSSIA 


Cabinet Discusses Question of 
Protest, 


Believed Russia Will Claim Mail 
Taken from Calchas Was Con- 
traband, But Washington 
Government Holds Mail 
to Be Inviolable. 


Washington, Oct. t!.—One of the sub- 
jects brought before the cabinet meeting 
today was a protest against the seizure 
of American mail! on the British steamer 
Calchas by the Russian  Viadivostok 
squadron, from Dodwell and Company, 
of Tacoma, representing the steamship 
line. 

(Postmaster-General Wynne presented 
data collected by the post office depart- 
ment to show that American mail was on 
the ship. These papers were transfer- 
red to the state department and will in 
turn be transmitted to the American 
Embassy at St. Petersburg for submis- 
sion to the Russian government as part 
of the whole matter relating to prize 
seizures. 

Treaty provisions between the United 
States and Russian which bear upon this 
case were discussed and specific reports 
as to the mails taken were submitted. 
It is anticipated that if the Russian gov- 
ernment sustains the act of seizure the 
contention will be that the mails taken 
were contraband, a position to which this 
government is opposed. 

There are a number of precedents sus- 
taining the inviolability of the mails 
under the same genera] circumstances.

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The conferring of limited power upon 
congress to deal with wrongs by the 
states does not take away the unlimited 
power conferred under the thirteenth 
amendment to deal with the acts of indi- 
viduals, whigh attack the freedom which 
the thirteenth amendment intended to 
secure, * * * , 


Legislative Power Under Fourteenth 
Amendment. 


The command of the fourteenth amend- 
ment, when its prohibitions are read as 
the supreme court declares they must 
be, is that the state must afford due pro- 
cess of law, and must give equa] protec- 
tion of the law to every person, It 
thereby creates an immunity or right 
springing from the constitution of the 
United States in favor of every person, 
and certainly of a citizen of the state, 
to have such protection afforded by the 
state. The purpose of the amendment 
was that the state should afford this 
protection, not merely by refraining from 
passing vicioug laws, but by the en- 
forcement of proper laws. Does not 
whatever defeats the enforcement by’ 
state authority of proper laws of the 
state disable is from performing this 
duty? Is not the result of successful 
performance of this duty by the state 
the vital object of congress, under this 
amendment, limited only to laws to com- 
pel the performance of this duty by the 
state? Does not the power in view of the 
Objects for which it was given include 
the power to deal with the acts of pri- 
vate individuals as well, when they re- 
sist officers of the state in the perform- 
ance of the duty? * * * 

Certainly congress has power under the 
fourteenth amendment to legislate against 
lawless resistance to state authorities in 
affording protection to citizens, unless we 
blot out the doctrine of Prigg v. Com- 
monwealth, !6 Peters, 539, which in the

The court can 
give you no more definite rule than to 
say, that the question must be determin- 
ed by your common sense and consciences 
in the light of all the circumstances. The 
particular prejudice or motive which 
controls the conduct of men in any given 
oase, cannot be seen by the eye. We are 
all conscious of power which moves the 
winds and the waves, but we cannot see 
fhat power. We judge of its existence and 
force only by its manifestations; and so 
of human passions.

Solicitor C. H. Band, of the western cir- 
cuit, took very active part in the investi- 
gations and in cross examining the wit- 
| nesses summoned to appear before the 
grand jury. His best efforts, however, 
and those of the members of the grand 
jury,. were unavailing since no evidence 
was adduced on which to issue an indict- 
ment, The f®llowing extracts from the 
presentments of the grand jury contain 
the report of its inquiry: 


Grand Jury Presentments. 

“This grand jury in the discharge of 
their sworn duty as grand jurors, at this 
term of the court, and in obedience to 
the instructions of the court given to us 
against mob law and the solemn and sa- 
cred obligations imposed upon us by the 
court to make a searching and thorough 
investigation of the lynching of John 
Ware, which recently occurred in thig 
county, beg the privilege of making a 
special report on this lynching and we 
report as follows: 

“We have had suppoenaed and brought 
before us every witness known to us 
who might be able to throw any light on 
this crime. 

“We had brought before us, had sworn 
and examined, all the parties, consisting 
of seven men who arrested John Ware, 


before he was arrested, on the peace 
Warrant sworn out before Esquire C. Y. 
Daniel by W. J. Roylston; also the three 
men who had charge of the same John 
Ware carrying him from Royston to 
Cafnesville for the purpose of turning him 
over to the sheriff of Franklin county. 

“We have also had before us and ex- 
amined, citizens living on all roads lead- 
ing from Royston to Carnesville, includ- 
ing the road traveled by the officers in 
charge of the prisoner, and who had him 
in custody, as well as citizens of Roy- 
ston, who were against mob law 
and who condemned the lynching of the 
negro. In short, we have had brought 
‘before us and examined every man whom 
We knew or could learn would throw any 
light on this lynching. At our request, 
ithe solicitor general has been present 
‘during the examination of witnesses and 
'personally conducted the same with our 
assistance. 

“We are forced to report to the court, 
| the people of this county, as well as the 
people of Georgia, that we have utterly 
failed to discover any of the guilty par- 
ties or the name of a single member of 


‘the mob who lynched Ware. We did not 
and coula not ascertain the name of a

High Compliment Paid to 
Troops Who Were Ord- 
ered to Camilla. 


In terms of the highest commendation 
Colonel W. E. Wooten, of the fourth 
Georgia infantry, speaks of the work of 
Major R. Lee Wylly and the troops who 
were under him at Camilla on Septem- 
| ber 14 and 15, having been ordered there 
'by Governor Terrell for the purpose of 
‘guarding Whitely Williford, a negro who 
was on trial for murder, and preventing 
mob violence. 

Major Wylly’s report of the service of 
the troops at Camilla, Mitchel] county, 
dated September 30, came through Col- 
onel Wooten, And reached the adjutant 
general's office yesterday. Major Wylly 
presents in detail the work that was 
done by the troops on this occasion, in- 
cluding companies E, K and L, of the 
Fourth infantry. ;

Savannah, Ga.., October 1!1.—(Spectal.)— 
When the courtmartial court to try 
Captain iHtch and others reconvened this 
morning H. P. Guerrant, representative 
of The Savnnah Press, was placed on 
the stand. 

The principal testimony of the morning 
ecgsion was that of Sheriff Kendrick, 

stated that he ha@ been instructed 
by Judge Daly that Captain Hitch was 
In command of the situation and that 
when the mob began its attack he did 
not have sufficient force to repe] the 
Outbreak against the leaders and there- 
fcre rushed tnto the prisoners’ room to 
Save the negroes. 

Mr. Guerrant testified that nothing In 
Judge Daly's remarks in sentencing the 
convicted prisoners could be considered 
as having incited the outbreak. He 
epoke of having seen several] conferences 
hetween Captain Hitch and Judge Daly 
and that the general impression up to 
the time of fhe trouble was that thete 
would be no outbreak. He said Judgs 
Daly had the day before strongly ad- 
vised against mob violence, gaying that 
it would be an insult to the law and the 
cecurt. He declared that Captain Hitc® 
acted promptly when the demonstration 
began and that Sheriff Kendricks, when 
the mob pressed up to the door of the 
eourt house, did what he could to 
repel; the attack. Lieutenant Charles 
¥ Cone stated that his command, the 
Statesboro company, had their guns 
loaded when Captain Hitch arrived and 
ordered them to unload. He said Lieu- 
tenant McIntyre had charge of the dis- 
tribution of ammunition. 


Sheriff Kendricks’ Testimony, 


J. Z. Kendricks, sheriff of Bulloch 
county, testified next. Sheriff Kendricks 
Was considered a very important wit- 
ress, in that Captain HX{ch’s plea is 
that he acted in conjunction with the 
sheriff and was betrayed by him. 

Witness said that Judge Daly told him 
he had placed Captain Hitch in command 
of the situation. He said that when the 
mob violence started Judge Daly order- 
ed him to arrest the leaders of the mob. 
He said he didn’t have a large cnough 
force on hand. He testified as to numer- 
ous conferences with Captain Hitch. 

He said that in answer to a question 
put by a Mr. H, E, Wilson, ag to who 
was in charge of the situation, that 
Captain Hitch had replied: “I am. I 
Was sent here by the governor to fre- 
port to Judge Daly and to protect these 
prisoners.”’ ; 

Witness considered the remarks made 
by Judge Daly in sentencing the prison- 
ers very moderate, certainly not of an 
inflammatory nature. Witness denied 
that he had said that Captain Hitch 
had surrendered the prisoners, and de- 
nied that he had pointed out the pris- 
oners. His testimony was much the 
same as that given at the court of in- 
quiry. :

Mrs, Les- 
ter rushed between ‘er husband and 
Allen with her babe in her arms and 
held up the barre! of the gun when the 
first shot was fired, probably saving her 
husband's life. As the gun fell it struck 
her on the head, producing aq painful 
wound, from which the blood flowed 
freely, 

Lester was brought to the city and his 
wounds were dressed at the Grady 
hospital, Alen was arrested by County 
Policeman Dunbar and locked up in the 
Tower on the charge of assault with in- 
tent to murder. 

The arrest of Allen made another sen- 
sational chapter in the affair. He was 
found in Judge Lumpkin’s court room at 
10 o'clock yesterday morning, where he 
was serving as a juror. After he had 
shot Lester he quietly came to the city 
and reported at the court house, where 
he Had been summoned as a juror. Of- 
ficer Dunbar informed Judge Lumpkin 
that he wanted one of his jurors and 
the judge told him to swear out a war- 
rant and he could have the man. This 
was done and Allen was placed under 
arrest in the court room and taken to 
the Tower. 


Wife’s Story of Shooting. 


Mr. and Mrs. Lester reached the city 
early in the afternoon. At the hospital 
Mrs. Lester told the following story of 
the dffficulty: 

“We have been living in a house on 
Mr. Allen’s farm. Adjoining the farm is 
a strip of land which both Mr. Allen and 
Mrs. Jennie Collins claim. On this 
Strip Mr. Allen built a house. Mrs. 
Collins got us to move into the house 
Monday night. This morning Mr. Allen 
came to tne place and said we were 
trespassing. We told him to see Mrs. 
Collins. He went to his home and re- 
turned with a shotgun. I saw him step 
into the house and start towards my 
husband. I ran to him and just as me 
fired the first shot I knocked up tha 
gun and tne load went into ine ceiling.

MEAN WHISKY 
CAUSED DEATHS 


New York Saloon Keeper Held 
on Suspicion 


Whisky Sold at Ten Cents Per Pint 
Wes Drunk by the Tumblerful 
in Neighborhood Where 
Carnival of Death 
Occurred. 


YorR, .October 1!1.—Acting under 
‘(lon from th@ coroner, the police 


‘have taken into custody Rudolph Frits- 


che, who keeps a little salon at 723 
Tenth avenue. Fritsche is charged only 
with being a suspicious person, but the 
police say thatinhis saloonitis suspec- 
ted, whiskey was sold which contained 
poison, and this whiskey is responsible 
for the many deaths that have occurred 
in the neighborhood recently. Fritsche 
only recently bought the place, which 
is of the variety generally described as 
a barre] house. 

Investigation of the numerous deaths 
in the neighborhood during the past few 
weeks showed that nearly all those who 
had died suddenly were customers of the 
“‘barrel house.’’ 

Fritsche, after being taken to the 
station house, was admitted to ball. He 
returned to the saloon, but the police 
followed, closely questioned the proprie- 
tor and closed the doors. 

Twenty-five persons living in the 
neighborhood all of them middle age, 
have died during the past two weeks. The 
Symptoms were inthe main identical. 
They were characterized by the attend- 
ant physicians in all cases as those of 
alcoholism. In the past twenty-four hours 
one death, that of Robey Smith, has been 
reported, while the following awaited bur- 
ral: 
Michael McAuliffe, aged 45, died Sat- 
urday. 

Charles McLeavy, aged 50, died Sun- 
day. 

William Delain, died Friday, aged 40. 

Adolphe Lehman, died Sunday. 

Nora McGinness, died Sunday. 

Doctor Talks of Deaths, 


All these persons resided in a pre- 
scribed territory. Lehman's stomach and 
a bottle of whiskey purchased in the 
neighborhood were takeneto the health 
department for analysis, the result of 
which has not yet been made pu%c. 

A doctor, living in West Forty-eight 
street, who called to attend several of 
the persons mentioned, said that while 
the cases he had seen were plainly enough 
alcoholism, there was yet something pe- 
culiar in such an outbreak of the ail- 
ment in so circumscribed a territory. 

“I was called, said he, ‘‘to see Mce 
Leavy. McAuliffe lay dead of the same 
disease in a room just across the hall 
when I got there and McLeavy was al- 
ready dead when I arrived. It would ap- 
pear as though there had been some- 
thing in the form ef alcoholic beverage 
they had been taking which had a pow- 
erful effect in arresting the heart's 
action. I have found that in the case of 
several who died, they had been in the 
habit of buying whiskey at the rate of 
ten cents a pint and that in some in- 
stances, they drank great quaitities, pour- 
ing it into ordinary drinking tumblers 
full and pouring it down as though it 
were water. It is barely posstble the 
whiskéy was made of wood alcohol.”’ 

Coroner Scholer has ordered the chief 
Statistician of the department of health 
to furnish him a list of all persons who 
have died during the past three months 
in the dsitrict lying between Forty-sixth 
and Fifty-tHird streets, Ninth avenue 

All will be investigated and if it ig 
thought advisable in any instance, the 
bodies will be exhumed. 


Wood Alchohol Found. 


A report submitted later ftto Police 
Captain Hussey by the department of 
health analist, alleges that wood alco- 
bol was found in Lehman's stomach, 
and it is further alleged that a bottle 
of whisky purchased by a detective also 
contained a large percentage of wood 
alcohol. 

Determined that no mistake should be 
made, Coroner Scholer at once ordered 


that the funerals of McAuliffe and Mc- 


Leavy be postponed and: their stomachs 


analyzed. Samples also were taken from 


burrels of whisky in Fritche’s saloon and 
the police took entire charge of the 
place. Coroner Scholer @eé@lares it is 
the opinion that the same kind of whis- 
ky will be found in othér saloons and 
that other deaths will be’ traced to its 
use,

Out of the evil of the freight discrimination from which Atlanta is 
now suffering may come good, and it will come if the old Atlanta spirit, 
famed far and wide through this land, rises to assert itself. | 

At a time when it is evident that the railroads have united in sustaining | 
these discriminating freight rates, nothing is more important than that the 
people of Atlanta must be united in finding a way for permanent relief. There 
must be no division. The people have it in their power to remedy most of 
‘the ills that come to them, but it is only by union that this strength can 
make itself manifest in a practical way. Thus it must be understood that 
the policy having been determined upon of making grants for franchises or 
additional facilities sought by the -eorporations dependent upon the with- 
drawal of freight-rate discriminations, it is going to be adhered to now and 


Where it has been proven after many trials that the railroads have de- 
termined to turn a deaf ear to all appeals for justice, it is necessary to re- 
sort to extreme methods for curing the evils resulting from unjust discrimi- 
antion. The railroads must be given clearly and unmistakably to understand 
that the people of Atlanta do not propose to submit longer to discrimination 
which is closing the doors of its wholesale houses and building up cities in 
other states at Atlanta’s expense; and there can be no question that the peo- 
ple of Georgia are as deeply interested in this as are the people of Atlante, 
for their material prosprity is also endangered by this discrimination.

How Long, Oh, How Long? 

The deplorable accident which be- 
fell one of Atlanta’s prominent physi- 
cians, Dr. C. E. Murphey, in his ef- 
forts to navigate Peachtree street 
serves as a rather effective illustra- 
tion of some things The Constitution 
has been saying. 

Just where the responsibility for the 
present condition of the asphalt pave- 
ment upon Atlanta’s most prominent 
thoroughfare lies may be still, as it 
has been since the agitation began, in 
dispute; but it is highly probable that 
as the result of this accident to Dr. 
Murphey it will be placed. Somebody 
is likely to pay pretty dearly for the 
damages done; wil] it be the street 
railway company, or the company 
which laid the pavement, and is said 
by others to be responsible for the 
necessary repairs, or the city of At- 
lanta, which certainly must have the 
power to force improvements, even if 
it does not make them? 

Somebody is to blame! The condi- 
tion of the street is a disgrace to the 
city and, as has been shown in this 
instance, a positive danger. Is any- 
thing going to be done, or will there 
be no correction of the evil until 
somebody loses his life in consequence 
of the indefensible conditions? 

This accident, it is to be noted, 
was due entirely to the condition of 
the street pav- ment right in the heart 
of the city. That the present condi- 
tions should have been .permitted to 
remain as long as they have is a dis- 
grace to the city. We were told some 
time ago that the pavement contrac- 
tors were to make the necessary im- 
provements without delay; we have 
been told a number of times that the 
street railway company is in reality 


gathered all umeike responsibjJe party; and it has not 


béen so very long since the announce- 
ment was made that the city ordi- 
nances stiowid#learly the right of the 
street commissioner to go ahead with 


ithe improvements and assess the cost 


against the responsible party. 

But nothing has been done! The 
street has gone from bad to worse 
unti] it has reached a point of absolute 
unsafety for traffic. How long is it 
to remain in this condition? Must the 
people continue to jeopardize their 
lives until the responsibility is fixed 
by a damage suit brought by Dr. Mur- 
phey? 

Somebody has failed in his duty. 
Speaking broadly, there can be no ex- 
cuse for the pavement ever having 
been permitted to get into this condi- 
tion. The life of pavements of this 
kind depends upon their being kept in 
constant repair. Whether this should 
be done by the city, or by the street 
railway company, which enjoys prac- 
tical monopoly of the streets, or by 
the company which lays the pavement, 
is a matter of contract or legislation; 
but nothing is more certain than that 
repair gangs should be kept constant- 
ly at work. The slightest break, the 
slighest depression, should receive 
immediate treatment if the 
is to be kept in proper condition.

In this direction Mr. Wynne ren 
dered most valuable service to the 
government. But it is not the only 
respect in which he has been “made 
good.” Bringing to his work an inti- 
mate knowledge of the inside work- 
ings of things at the national capital, 
he has used this to correct many 
abuses and always for the good of the 
service. He seems to have an old- 
fashioned—in these days of extrava- 
gance and graft—idea that the govern- 
ment is entitled to just the same’sort 
of service from its employees that 
would be given a private enterprisa, 
and he couples with this the courag32 
and ability to enforce his ideas, He is 
an ideal public official, and his sélec- 
tion is a credit to the president.

SOME COOLER 
WEATHER TODAY 


Report from All Georgia 
Shows Cotton Is Most 
All Picked. 


The weather today is likely to be fair 
‘and cooler. 

Again the weather yesterday was some 
five or six degrees warmer than the 
normal of 65 degrees, and Atlantans 
were most uncomfortable in consequence. 

Not since !896 thas there been such a 
long dry spell, and some there are who 
claim that the condition téday is wore 
than it was during the famous drought 
of that year. Rivers all over the state 
are very low, and the Chattahoochee 
shows the effects of the long dry period. 

Farmers complain that they are not 
able to do anything in the way of fall 
plowing and planting, because the 
ground is baked hard. 

The report of Section Director Marbury 


for Georgia for the week ending October 
10 shows that the cotton fs pretty nearly 
all picked in the different sections of the 
state. A synopsis of his report is as 
follows: 

‘No relic? wag afforded the past week 
from the severe drought that has been 
prevalent for a number of weeks. The 
days were hot and first haif of the week 
with cool nights; during the latter half 
the weather was cloudy ama cool. Cotton 
continues to open quite rapidly and in 
many instances, prematurely; picking 
progresses as fast as possible with 
the scarcity of labor which prevails to a 
marked extent in a number of sections; 
the staple is being ginned as rapidly as 
the capacity of gins will permit; ang is 
generally being placed on the market as 
s00n as ginned, though in some localities 
farmers are holding for a ‘higher price; 
the ¢rop is practicafly all gathered in 
the southern section, nearly all of it in 
the middle section, and from one-half to 
three-fourths in the northern section; the 
yield has been considerably shortened 
by the long continued dry weather, but 
the output still promises to be above the 
average, and the staple is being housed 
in first-class condition. The scarcity of 
water in streams and wells is becoming 
a serious matter in many localities. All 
minor crops continue to deteriorate, and 
yields will be greatly shortened. Corn is 
being housed in the middle and southern 
sections, yields generally satisfactory. 
Farmers are stil] unable to proceed with 
fal] plowing and seeding.” 

A prominent cotton man said yester- 
day that he expected the crop this year 
to reach or exceed 1,300,000 bales. The 
average crop in Georgia is_ 1,250,000 
gales, and the record crop of 1898 was 
1,378,000 bales. There seems to be a 
genera] tendency on the part of farmers 
and planters all over the state to hold 
their cotton for better prices, and this 
holding is causing the railroads conski- 
erable trouble, because they are not able 
to figure on the movement of the cotton 
crop. One railroad man said yesterday 
that, although the season was earlier 
this year than usual, the movement was 
later. This, he explained, was because so 
many of the farmers and planters were 
holding their cotton and thhad enough 
money to continue to hod it for the 
better prices which they believed were 
coming. This is unprecedented in the ex- 
perience of the railroads, and the reason 
is because the farmers and planters in 
former years have been forced to Sell 
their cotton as soon as it was harvested. 

There was little of special interest in 
the weather map of yesterday. During 
the past twenty-four hours the pressure 
has decreased rapidly over the eastérn 
half of the country and in the Rocky 
mountain and Pacific coast districts, 
while a corresponding rise is reported 
from the Dakotas and Minnesota south- 
ward to Arizona. 

Cloudiness covers the lake region and 
south into Tennessee, while clear weath- 
er prevails at most other stations. Show- 
ers have occurred throughout the states 
north and northeast of Tennessee,

Former Congresman B. H. Russell 
Says People of His Section Are 
Anxious for It—Hon. M, F. 
Amorous Says There Is 
Much in It for Atlanta. 


Atlantans are not alone in their opinion 
Of the importance of securing a railway 
line from this city to the sea. The people 
of Southwest Georgia have long had an 
eye in this direction, and are anxious, 
according to former Congressman Ben H. 
Russel, of Bainbridge, to see the Georgia, 
Florida and Alabama Railroad extended 
@irectly through to Atanlta, thus forming 
@n air line from the Gate City to the gulf 
at Carrabelle, one of Florida’s coming 
ports. % 

The suggestion of*this solution of the 
freight rate question, so far as Atlanta 
is concerned, contained in an editorial in 
yesterday’s Constitution, has been high- 
ay indorsed and commended on al sides. 

The Constitution received two expres- 
Sions yesterday on the subject from well 
known Geodgians living in widely sep- 
@rated sections of the state: Hon. Martin 
fF. Amorous, of Atlanta, and Hon. Ben H. 
Russell, of Bainbridge. 

Mr. Russell, who is editor of The Bain- 
bridge Argus, and who was formerly 
congressman from the gecond district, 
Was in the city yesterday on business. 

“I see The Constitution urges the ex- 
tension of the Georgia, Florida and Ala- 
bama from Cuthbert, its present termi- 

mus, to Atlanta, as a solution of the 
freight rate problem, which ig now per- 
blexing your city,’’ said Mr. Russel] to 

' @ fYepresentative of The Constitution. 
“That is exactly what the people of my 
section want and what they are urging. 
There has been a great deal of talk 
about extending the road on through to 
Columbus, but that is not what.we 
Want. We believe that it should be built 
straight on through Richland, in Stewart 
county to Atlanta. 

. “The construction of such a line will 
settle problems for you and it will settle 
problems for us. There are 170 miles of 
the road already built extending from 
Cuthbert, Ga., to Carrabelle, Fla. This 
port now has /6 feet of water on its bar 
and is one of the coming gulf ports. The 
road would traverse one of the richest 
sections of the te and would scarcely 
parallel any line in Georgia for a dis- 
tance of 20 miles. As a matter of fact 
it would cross most of the roads in the 
section of the state which it would tra- 
verse, many of them at right angles. We 
hope to see the road thus extended and 
i are giad you have taken the matter 

What Mr. Amorous Says. 

Speaking of The Constitytion’s editorial 
Buggestion with regard to the extension 
of the Georgia, Morida and Alabania to 
Atlanta, Hon. Martin F. Amorouss of 
Atlanta, said: 

“I read with much interest our - 
torial in reference to the beat srondl oF 
Atlanta’s securing independent railroad 
connection with deep water. It is an ex- 
cellent suggestion and if properly push- 
ed, there is much in it for the city of 
Atlanta. In addition to the lines you have 
already suggested to the gulf coast, let me 
Call your attention to other means which 
are within easy access of the business 
men Of the city of Atlanta if they will 
take up the matter actively. 

“There is a line from Brunswick now 
in active operation to Montezuma, the 
Atlantic ant® Birmingham Railroad. It is 
owned almost exclusively by Atlanta men. 
Captain W. G. Raoul, of this city, is presi- 

ent of the road. Montezuma is only 125 

lles from Atlanta. They should be en- 
couraged to build their line to Atlanta. 

That would bring Atlanta over an in- 
dependent line to the Atlantic ocean. In 
connection: with that line, steamship 
lines could. be run from Brunswick to 
New York and Boston. For immédiate 
relief the merchants of Atlanta can ar- 
range with some steamship lines that 
@re now being run by private lumber 
companies. One from Jacksonville carries 
lumber north to both Boston and New 
York and returns without cargoes. There 
is algo one line from Georgetown, 8. C., 
engaged in carrying lumber to Boston, 
Philadelphia and New York. 

“These lines, I am satisfied, could be 
arranged with to touch at Brunswick or 
Savannah to bring cargoes south at a 
minimum cost. The state railroad com- 
mission controls freight rates within the 
gtate and they could fix proper and 
reasonable rates from Brunswick to At- 
lania, and with these lines of steamers 
bringing the freight to Brunswick for 
probably one-fourth of the present 
charges, Atlanta would be benefited on 
the line that the merchants need for re- 
lief. 

‘Phere are also sail vessels that are 
coming regularly to Brunswick from 
Boston araNew York that make the trip 
from six to ten days. They come out 
light, having no cargoes whatever, and 
could easily afford to bring the merchants 
‘to Atlanta the freight for a sum slightly 
gbove actual handling charges. These 
vessels charges added té the reasonable 
rate from Brunswick to Atlanta, would 
cut the present rate to an extent that 
would give the merchants of Atlanta the 
relief desired. 

“Something should be done to en- 
courage the Atlantic and Birmingham to 
build into Atlanta. The gentlemen who 
own this road are our neighbors and are 
citizens of Atlanta, and can be treated 
with by our merchants on very short no- 


“This, it seems to me, would give some 
practical relief at once.”

COLLIER BLAMES: TERRI 
INO STREET: COMMITTEE 


Terry Declares Collier and Clayton, 
Unable to Agree, Are Responsi- 
ble; in the Meantime Holes 
Grow Larger—Dr. Mur- 
phey Resting Easy. 


Dr. C. E. Murphey, who was badly tn- 


jured Monday night when his automo- 


bile struck a rut in the Peachtree as- 
phalt and threw him to the pavement, 
was resting easily last night, but was 
still suffering f¢om his injuries. 

Dr. Murphey sustained a fracture of 
two ribs, his right wrist was injured, 
one of his knees was wrenched and he 
was painfully bruised. There are not yet 
any indications of internal injuries and 
attending physicians belHeve that all 
danger of such complications is past. Dr. 
Murphey will be confined to his home for 
at least one week. 

If the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company and the city officials of Atlanta 
are ever to be aroused to the necessity 
of repairing the asphalt pavement on 
Peachtree street and render that drive- 
way something more than a death trap, 
the serious accident to Dr. C. E. Mur- 
phey Monday night should awaken them 
to the necessity of performing their 
duty. 

The Constitution has almost daily 
called attention to the fearful corfflition 
of Peachtree street. The Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company has been 
given the ful? responsibility for that por- 
tion of the street from Ellis to Pine 
streets and the street committee of coun- 
cil has been urged to take prompt action 
and repair the street from Pine street to 
the end of the asphalt pavement. The 
Constitution’ has pointed out to Com- 
missioner Collier the necessity for plac- 
ing red lights at the death traps in the 
pavement, but he has left the thorough- 
fare free from any warning to drivers 
and pedestrains. 

Lest week the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company declared that work on 
the street from Ellis to Pine streets 
would begin early this week. A letter 
from the asphalt company was repro- 
duced in The Tonstitution stating that 
work would begin this week. But two 
days have passed and nothing has been 
done. In the meantime, a prominent 
citizen of Atlanta has been seriously in- 
jured by reason of the condition of the 
pavement. 

If Dr. Murphey’s injuries prove very 
serious and a suit for damages is filed the 
question arises, who is liable for damages, 
the city, the street railway company or 


‘the asphalt company? If the city is 
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responsible it will suffer for the delay of 
the street railway company in repairing 
a pavement which it admitted ten months 
ago should be repaired. 

The accident of Monday night is likely 
to be repeated at any time. The condi- 
tion of Peachtree street from Ellis 
street to the end of. the asphalt is such 
that it is absolutely unsafe. 

Could Place Red Lights. 

The Jaw gives the commissioner of pub- 
lic works the right to place red lights 
at the points of danger. The law goes so 
far as to give him the power to stop 
street car traffic on the stréet until the 
asphalt is put in a satisfactory condi- 
tion. This law has been called to the at- 
tention of the commissioner, but he has 
not placed red, lights on the _ street 
neither has he stopped traffic until the 
pavement is repaired. 

From the time The Constitution first 
called attention to the condition of 
Peachtree street there has been one 
continual series of delays. The city has 
the law on fts side and its agents are 
vested with unlimited power, but no 
move has been made to put this law in- 
to operation. 

Council members recognized the neces- 
sity for action and a resolution appro- 
priating $1,000 for the work was referred 
to the street committee. The street com- 
mittee has not been called to meet and@ 
consider the matter. If the resolution 
now before the street committee had 
been presented to council Monday after- 
noon and passed, the street could have 
been repaired to the extent of $1,000 and 
the danger to citizens would have been 
lessened that much. 

If the promise of the street railway 
company to begin work last Monday had 
been carried out, the point where Dr. 
Murphey met with the accident would 
have been in course of repair and red 
lights would have warned him of the 
death trap. 

Everything, whether intentional or not, 
has seemed to operate against the re- 
pair of Peachtree street. It ig a constant 
menace to the lives of hundreds of people 
daily, and thesum of money that one 
accident might cost the city of Atlanta 
will, doubtiess, be sufficiently - large 
to have pala several times for the en- 
tire cost of repair. 

Citizens of Atlanta are asking today: 
What of the promise of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Blectric Company to repair the 
street from Ellis to Pine? What has be- 
com of the street committee? Does it 
still think there is no need of haste in 
the matter? : | 

Blames Street Committee. 

Commissioner Henry L. Collier, of the 
department of public works, who has 
been severely criticised because of his 
failure to repair the street, yesterday 
gave out an interview in which he put 
the matter squarely up to council’s com- 
mittee on streets, of which Alderman W. 
M. Terry, of the fourth ward, is chair- 
man. 

“T am not only ready to repair the 
street, but I am willing to do s0 as soon 
as I am given authority by the street 
committee,” he said. “I know the street 
needs repairing very Vadly. I can fix 
it with concrete in two days at a cost 
of $500 to $600 if the street committee 
will say the word.”’ 

The signifirant part of this statement 
is that the October apportionment sheet 
of the finance committee gave $1,000 to 
the street committee for asphalt repairs, 
It is not necessary for council to act 
upon this, as it acted when it adopted 
the sheet. 

Ali that is necessary its for Alderman 
Terry to call his street committee to- 
gether and authorize the commissioner 
of public works to repair the street. 

The street committee has had this 
money in its possession since October 
3 and Peachtree street was in a terrible 
condition long before that day. Not one 
dollar of the money has been spent. 

“I’m tired,’”’ sald Commissioner Collier, 
“of being blamed for something that !s 
not my fault. If I had been allowed to 
have my way about the matter I would 
have repaired Peachtree street long ago 
and stoppéd these unnecessary kicks in 
the newspapers and by citizens. 

“Tf the street committee will allow me 
to repair the street with concrete I. will 
make the concrete of such color that 
4%t cannot be recognized from asphalt. It 
will be just as smooth as asphalt and 
will last longer.’’

MONEY MAKING 
FASY FOR RAY 


Took Thousands Without Put- 
ling Up a Cent 


Sully’s Partner Tells of Profits Made 
for Other People in Famous 
“Sweetheart”? Pool—Checks 
Running Into Thousands 
Forgotten. 


New York, October 11.—Frank H. Ray 
appeared today as a witness in the 
continued bankurptcy proceedings in the 
case Of Daniel J. Sully & Co., and denied 
that he was a member of the “sweet- 
which has figured promi- 
nently in the investigation of Sully’s 
affairs. He said; however, that ha was 
interested in the pool, in a way, but 
made no profit. ‘It was for other peo- 
ple,’’ he added. 

According to his testimony, pis receipts 
from the pool included a check for $5.- 
700, which was delivered to “other peo- 
ple.” The witness had forgotten a check 
of $10,826, sent in December, yntil 
shown the returned check, when he said 
he must have received it. He had put 
up No money on the deal, however, he 
said, and said it was all clear profit. 
He also received a check in the same 
deal for $65,205 on January 26, making 
$75,080 without a cent put up for mar- 
gins, according to the testimony. He 
had received other amounts, including 
checks for $9,860 and $48,966, at vari- 
ous times from Mr. Hawley, although he 
never had any arrangements with him. 
He considered it ag just his profits in 
cotton deals, and he did not go into de- 
tails. Ray said that he never put any 
money to secure these profits with the 
exception of February 12, when he put 
Up $15,500 for margins. This money 
was returned to him within a month, 
however. 

Mr, Ray said he received statements 


for profitg of some of his deals from 


Sully & Co, direct. He had a ‘‘memo” 
for profits of over $117,000, but testified 
he had torn up the statements. The 
Statements produced in court, however, 
were ones said by the witness to have 
been given him together with a check 
for $48,966.67 to close his account after 
Sully & Co., had failed. 

Mr. Sully is expected to testify in the 
regular proceedings tomorrow, this spe- 
cidl hearing being adjourned until De- 
cember 6,

DAY RESTORES 
BALL TO POWER 


Police Board Chairman Resigns 
His Detective Toga 


Who Reimbursed Chairman Day With 
the 9650 He Spent Trying to 
Catch Gamblers?—Collection 
May Be Illegal — New 
Policemen Elected. 


The attempt to catch gamblers in the 
city without the co-operation of the chief 
of police was wound up last night by the 
chairmar. of the board, who had been 
supervising the work, announcing that He 
had a report to make. In that report 
he stated that the two officers detailed 
under him to catch gamblers had fin- 
ished and that the $350 appropriated by 
the board had ail been paid back into 
the department. In e¢onclusion, the 
chairman recommended that the further 
work of catching gamblers be “carried 
on wnder the direction of the chief of 
police.”’ 

Accompanying the report of the chair- 
man was a report from the two detect- 
ives and they stated that they had ar- 
Tested and prosecuted “sixty gam- 
blers.”’ 7 

There is to be an aftermath, however, 
about the matter, for Captain English 
called for a detailed report from the 
two detectives, and asked to name all 
the gamblers they caught and when and 
where. <A resolution to this effect was 
adopted by the board. 

And last, about the $850 which the 
chairman used and paid ‘back into the 
departmént. Captain English eaid it wae 
a clear law of the city that all money 
received from any source must first go 
into the city treasury before it can bea 
used by any department, and if the $360 
was used and a like amount paid back 
to Chairman Day, then the money ought 
to go to the city treasurer. 

Members of the board were asked when 
the meeting adjourned, who reimbursed 
Chairman Day for the $360, but no one 
would answer the question. That a lot 
of gamblers were caught and $350 ex- 
pended for the purpose and the monty 
got back into the chairman’s hands, is 
a matter which will excite some sur- 
prise. It is probable that the board 
will be called upon by members of the 
city council to make a showing about 
the whole colection of the money. 


SSING THRONG. 
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“Rather than sacrifice that inebriale

I have devoted many hours of ‘hard 
study to it. I have searched records of 
towns where inebriate homes are and 
without an exception I have found the 
results good, have foung them all be- 
yond the most sanguine expectations of 
those shaving a hand in securing one. 
Within the range of my study I have 
not peen abie to find an individual in 
any way connected with one who would 
consent under any circumstances to part 
with it or to see it eliminated. On the 
contrary, one is eagerly anxious to have 
the capacity augmented ang the num- 
ber of them multiplied.’’ 

As a humanitarian, few men in Aflan- 
ta are better known or more generally 
recognized than Mr. Hirsch. He has 
for years been a recognized leader in 
any and every movement in which a 
helping hand plays a part. But in his 
charitable work he always brings into 
play ,<his business ability and it is a 
rare event when an unworthy subject 
is given what should have gone to some 
one actually needing and really deserv- 
ing. Among the first who advocated 
the Grady hospital was Mr. Hirsch. The 
two winters immediately preceding the 
inception of that movement thad been 
unusually hard and charity was abund- 
ant. Naturally there was a decided 
amount of fraud perpetrated ang Mr. 
Hirsch, then a member of the council, 
presented the situation to that body. 
Quickly the problem was in the hands 
of the committee of which Mr. Hirsch 
was a4 member. It wes then that the 
Grady hospital took a form and from 
that day up to the present Mr. Hirsch 
has without intermission been connect- 
ed in some way with that Institution, 
His connection gave him every oppor- 
tunity to study the work and with it 
he has familiarized himself in every 
detail. 

“There is but one thing Atlanta now 
needs more than any one other pos- 
Session,’ he remarked last night. “and 
that is that inebriate annex to the 
Grady hospital, of which there has been 
considerable talk lately—more talk than 
work, I am sorry to say. But work is 
now in order and must be taken up. It 
must bo pushed with vigor and force 
too, and there must be plenty of both. 
Though not a physician, I am sume- 
what observant and during my connec- 
tion with the Grady I have seen some 
forms if inebriety treated. They were 
emergency cases, of course, and it was 
simply a case of—for humanity's sake. 
As a rule, they were men of worth 
mén Of talent, men of use to any cents 
munity when free from alcoholism, Yet 
the drink put them where they were 
useless and where something had to be 
done for them on account of their fam- 
ilies. Having studied the problem as I 
have, I am firmly convinced that ine- 
briety or alcoholism is a disease. Now, 
if I am right there should be in every 
city, in every county, some provision 
to treat that disease or diseased condi- 
tion, as other diseases are treated. I 
have kept tab on cases which have 
come under my observation and 1 can 
verify the statement that the results are 
surprisingly good. I can recall cases 
in which cures, apparently complete, 
have been wrought. I know of ceased

New York, October T!.—The stock mar- 
ket once more retrieved its effect from 
a temporary setback today and resumed 
the advance. The rise was not even and 
not entirely comprehensive, the greater 
part of the trading and the movement 
being congested in a few prominent 
stocks. The firmness in the rest of 
the market was due largely to sympa- 
thy with the-few strong stocks, but 
the hardness of the market was none 
the less clearly demonstrated. There 
was large buying anq substantial ad- 
vance in Union Pacific, Atchison and 
St. Paul. The Gould Southwesterns 
were inclined to hang back, apparentiy 
affected by yesterday's accident on the 
Missouri Pacific and owing to the dis- 
satisfaction with the earnings state- 
ment contained in the early report of 
the Wabash. United States Steel pre- 
ferred vdas subjected to early pressure, 
ang then rallied, but met sufficient of- 
ferings at yesterday’s high price to stop 
its advance. New York Centrol’s 24% 
points advance was of only moderate 
influence on other eastern railroads. 
Reading was sold to realize, and Erie 
was hurt by consiredation of its annua) 
report, which was circulated during the 
session. Brooklyn’s rise was attributed 
to good current earnings. The event of 
the day in the world’s financial markets 
was the advance from 4 to § per cent of 
the discount the discount rate of the Im- 
pertal Bank of Germany, after having 
maintained the former rate since June, 
1903. Foreign exchange hardened here 
in response and the continental ex- 
changes mdéved against London, where 
discounts hardened and the price of gold 
was advanced.
